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RENEWED calls have 
been made for changes to 
the A1307 near Haverhill 
following the deaths of a 
teenager and his grand¬ 
father. 

Joshua Bysouth, 13, and 
Michael Kidd, 66, both of 
Saffron Walden, died in the 
crash on Sunday. 


The A1307 has long been a 
cause for concern for road safety 
campaigners after a number of 
serious and fatal accidents on 
the stretch. 

It is not yet known what 
caused Sunday’s crash, in which 
a silver Audi A3 and a blue 
Hyundai Getz collided on the 
A1307 at the Bartlow and 
Balsham junction shortly after 
12.30pm.

He said following the installation 
of signs warning drivers between 
two and three years ago, the road 
had been safer, but recently he 
feared things were getting worse 
again. 

A lengthy campaign has been 
waged for improvements and safety 
measures on the stretch of the 
A1307 between Four Went Ways 
and Haverhill, which was dubbed a 
‘death road’ after claiming more 
than 30 lives in the past 10 years, 
before the latest tragedy 

Previous deaths included David 
Bocking, 43, and his teenage sons 
Daniel and Stephen in July 2008, 
and schoolgirls Imogen Barker, 15, 
and Alice Westland, 16, who died in 
separate collisions after getting off 
buses close to the Cardinals Green 
junction. 

The A1307 Action Group 
represents residents of villages 
adjoining the road, which have 
campaigned for safety measures 
and against further expansion of 
Haverhill until these are provided.

As much of the traffic on the road is 
bound for Haverhill, across the 
border into Suffolk, they feel Suffolk 
County Council should contribute 
towards road improvements. 

Many of those who have died on 
the road have been from Haverhill 
and Haverhill town and borough 
councilors have also campaigned 
for safety measures to reduce the 
death toll on the road. 

This week, people posting 
messages on the website of the 
Weekly News’ sister paper the 


Cambridge News echoed these 
sentiments. 

One poster, who signed their 
message L.D., said: “Josh was one 
of my best friends. I am truly sorry 
that a boy of his age could 
suddenly die and I am not able to 
say goodbye. 

“I will miss him so much and 
would never want it to happen to 
any family again. So I agree 
everyone . . . slow the traffic down 
on that road, then I will be happy.” 

Highways chiefs have previously 


installed two speed cameras on 
the road, reduced the speed limit 
to 50mph, and launched a safety 
campaign in 2008 which called on 
drivers to Slow Down, Stay Aware 
and Stay Alive. 

Another comment on the 
fatalities, from Matt Bradney, said: 
“What a tragedy. I am deeply 
saddened to see this road has 
taken yet more life. Lots has been 
tried to stop this road taking lives 
like it has, and whilst it had 
improved, this just knocks it right 
back. 

“With a record like this road has 
there is a real case for even more 
work to be done. The calls for a 
speed reduction, however achie¬ 
ved, are well founded and should 
be looked at.” 

Suggestions from readers for 
improvements along the road, and 
in particular at junctions, included 
installing roundabouts, cutting the 
speed limit to 40mph and 
increasing the number of speed 
cameras. 

One went even further, calling 


for the road to be closed until 
further notice to allow safety 
measures to be introduced. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
said it was too early to say if the 
road layout had played a part in 
the accident. 

Cllr Steve Criswell, cabinet 
member for community 
infrastructure, said: “Our sympath¬ 
ies are with the family and friends 
of those killed and injured in this 
accident, but until the police 
establish the cause it would be 
inappropriate for us to comment 
further.” 

A statement from Saffron Walden 
County High School, which Joshua 
attended, said the school was 
“shocked and saddened to learn the 
tragic news”. 

The Bysouth and Kidd families, 
who have lived in Saffron Walden 
for decades, released a statement 
saying: “We are dealing with the 
sudden and tragic loss of a much 
loved and very popular father and 
grandfather, and his grandson.” 


BMW driver ran

DRIVER Chris Leaman 
believes he is lucky to be alive 
after being ‘run off the road' 
by another car on the same 
stretch of road where two 
people died the following 
day. 

Mr Leaman, 21, says his grey 
Citroen Xsara is a write-off and his 
girlfriend Rachel Thomas, 26, 
received whiplash injuries, in the 
collision on the A1307 just before 
Horseheath at around 5.15pm on 
Saturday. 

As he was travelling to Cambridge 
to report his collision to 
Cambridgeshire police the next day,

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he came to the scene of Sunday’s 
crash in which grandfather Mr Kidd 
and Joshua were killed. 

Mr Leaman is urging anyone who 
saw the incident he was involved in 
on Saturday to come forward. 

He said: “It was about 300m down 
from where the accident happened 
on Sunday and I was basically run 
off the road by a BMW. 

“It was towards the end of the dual 
carriageway and I was overtaking a 
blue Vauxhall when this BMW came 
right up the back of me. I sped up to 


try and make space for him to pull 
in, but he hit his brakes, and then 
undertook me. 

“Then he pushed the back end of 
his car into the front end of mine 
and spun us sideways on into the 
central reservation. It did not stop, 
but I went after the driver. I 
managed to get a registration 
number when I saw an identical car 
parked outside a house, but it 
turned out to be the wrong car. 

“I went to see the police in 
Haverhill and they said I would be 
better to report it to Cambridgeshire 
police. As I was driving to 
Cambridge, I ended up smack, bang 
in the middle of the accident on 


Sunday. It was really shocking what 
happened to us, but seeing that 
accident made me realise how much 
worse it could have been. 

“I use the road every day to get to 
work and I think it is more down to 
the drivers than anything - I 
personally don’t think there is 


anything wrong with the road.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Police confirmed that the incident 
was reported to them and would be 
investigated. 

He appealed for any witnesses to 
call 0345 4564564 and quote the 
incident number IF-110908505.

Prayers said for Tebbutts as second man 
is charged over attack in Kenyan resort 


PRAYERS have been said at a parish 
church in memory of murdered Briton 
David Tebbutt, and for the safe return of 
his wife Judith who is still missing in 
Kenya. 

St Mary’s Church in Haverhill, where 
58-year-01d Mr Tebbutt grew up, was 
open on Monday morning for those who 
wanted to remember him. Friends in his 
former home town were shocked and 
saddened at the news of his death last 
Monday, while on holiday at an exclusive 
Kenyan beachfront resort. 

Tributes have been paid to the 
publishing executive, who is believed to 
have died trying to protect his wife, 56, 
from their attackers. Mrs Tebbutt, who is 
a social worker at Kneesworth House 
psychiatric hospital in Bassingbourn, is 
believed to have been kidnapped by the 
six gunmen who burst into their secluded 


cottage, who are thought to be Somali 
pirates. The couple’s only son Oliver lives 
in Hertfordshire. 

Andrew Payne, a pioneer minister at St 
Mary’s, said quite a few people had visited 
the church. 

He said: “We did have quite a number 
of people in. Some lit candles in his 
memory and some just came to have 
some quiet time and space. We always 
keep the church open on Monday 
mornings from 9am to 2pm for people to 
come in. We have people here to talk to 
those who want to talk. The church is 
there for all the people of the town, not 
just Sunday people. 

“All we can do is remember him in our 
thoughts and prayers, and pray for her 
safe return.” 

Jim Morgan, a former neighbour and 
friend of Mr Tebbutt in Wratting Road, 


Haverhill, said: “All I know is what I have 
been reading in the papers, which is not 
that good. We are probably not going to 
hear anything for a while and you can 
only feel for Oli and all the family, waiting 
for news of Jude.” 

A second suspect has been charged in 
connection with the attack. Issa Sheikh 
Said has denied to a court that he was 
involved. Police have charged Said with 
robbery with violence and kidnapping. 

Ali Babitu Kololo, the first suspect to be 
charged with involvement in the attack 
on the couple, told a court on Monday 
that the armed men forced him at 
gunpoint to cooperate. 

He said he voluntarily went to the 
police the next day to report the crime. 

After the attack the gunmen fled north 
by boat to Somalia.

Park proposal

In the 1900s there were estimated 
to be about 30,000 brass bands in 
the UK. Nearly every village had 
one, towns had several, cities had 
dozens. Today there are only about 
3,000, so somewhere there must be 
an awful lot of instruments, and 
memories, tucked away in attics 
and cupboards. 

Many factors had a part to play in 
the demise of the village band; the 
migration of people from village to 
town during the Industrial 
Revolution, the coming of the 
railways meant easier travel to 
towns for entertainment and, of 
course, two World Wars plucked 
many of our young men from this 
life. 

The brass band was an important 
element in the social and religious 
life of the village, playing at fetes, 
harvest festivals, even funerals, 
Christmas carolling etc. and it is an 
aspect that I feel should be 
recorded in print for future 
generations of historians. 

I have recently finished researching 
the histories of the ‘lost’ village 
bands in North Essex and have 
written up their history in a book 
entitled Grandad Played the Cornet. 

I would now like to do the same for 
bands in Suffolk.

STREET lights across Haverhill 
will begin to be switched off at 
midnight in four weeks’ time - but 
the councillor responsible for the 
scheme is confident that it will not 
lead to an increase in crime. 

Suffolk County Council is installing a 
new ‘intelligent’ lighting system at a cost 
of £2.5m and Cllr Guy McGregor, the 
council’s portfolio holder for roads, 
transport and planning, estimated it 
would save at least £500,000 a year. 

Many street lights on estates around 
Haverhill, although not those in the town 
centre, will be turned off between 
midnight and 5.30am from October 17. 
The change will be introduced in four 
stages, with the next phase from October 
31, another from November 7 and the 
final ones from November 28. 

Some concerns have already been 
raised in the town about the affect the 
lack of street lighting could have, with 
fears of an escalation of crime and 
disorder. However, Cllr McGregor said 
there had actually been a reduction in 
crime in other parts of the country where 
the scheme was introduced and at the 
first Suffolk trial in Needham Market. 

Cllr McGregor said: “This is the latest 
cutting-edge technology, which will not 
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only save us considerable amounts of 
money, but will also reduce our carbon 
footprint. 

“It means lights can be dimmed rather 
than just switched off and we can almost 
provide a bespoke service to comm¬ 
unities, so that if for example there was a 
fire or a street party in an area the lights 
could be switched back on. It will also 
mean that when a light is out, we are 
aware of it and able to deal with it much 
more quickly than with the old system, 
and it will also require fewer staff. 

“Haverhill is a very significant and 
important town in Suffolk and we have 
spoken to the police, as well as making 
some slight adjustments to the scheme in 
response to local concerns. We will 
continue to monitor the scheme to make 
sure we meet the needs of all our 
residents, and our representatives in 
Haverhill will keep me up to date on the 
position in the town.”

(CLG) website. 

Under the current system, business rates 
from Haverhill go to central Government 
and there is no direct relationship to what 
comes back to the area. The rationale 
behind retaining business rates in the local 
area was to provide an incentive for local 
councils to do more to stimulate business 
growth. 

Elaine Carr, the owner of 
thebestofhaverhill said: “There are 
opportunities for businesses that will arise 
as a result of the decentralisation of 
services. The business community in 
Haverhill needs to ensure that we are fully 
aware of the opportunities and are 
proactive in our approach to winning these 
contracts in the future.”

Kaiden Davey, at 7, can’t walk or talk, needs help to eat and drink, sleeps 
as little as two hours a night and suffers regular violet seizures. Alice Ryan 
talks to his parents. 


K AIDEN Davey is 
a very happy 
little boy Sitting 
on the sofa, clapping 
his hands and waving 
his feet, he’s all smiles 
and giggles. His good 
humour is contagious: 
when he laughs, you 
can’t help but laugh 
with him. 

“When he’s well, he’s like 
this all the time: constantly 
smiling and laughing to 
himself,” says Lina, Kaiden’s 
mum. “People often ask if I 
feel angry about having a 
disabled son, but I don’t. In 
fact, I feel blessed. 

“The way we see it, 

Kaiden is special. Yes, he has 
a strangeness about him, 
but I think that’s quite lovely. 
And he’s such a loving child. 

“You know he’s had a nice 
day if, when we collect him, 
he takes your face in his 
hands and sort of squeezes 
your cheeks. I think it’s his 
way of saying ‘Thank 
you’...” 

At seven years old, Kaiden 
can’t walk or talk. He’s still in 
nappies and needs help to 
eat and drink. And he has 
complex health problems: 
diagnosed with severe 
epilepsy and registering on 
the autistic spectrum, 
doctors believe he has an 
incredibly rare condition - 
so rare, they have yet to 
pinpoint it. 

“At his worst, he was 
having a major seizure every 


half an hour,” explains dad 
Kevin. “He’d vomit violently 
every time, so we’d just get 
cleaned up and he’d go into 
another seizure. “Seeing his 
little body go through all 
that - he goes completely 
blue and convulses - is hard 
to describe... 

“There was a time when 
we thought Kaiden would 
never be able to do anything 
other than lie on his back. 
But he now makes a lot 
more eye contact, he can sit 
up, he can shuffle around on 
his bum, he can make 
noises to let you know when 
he wants something. 

“He’s come a long way 
and we’re really proud of 
him.” 

Kaiden’s health problems 
date right back to his birth, 
at five weeks premature, in 
January, 2004. 

Lina, who has two grown¬ 
up children - Stacey, 23, and 
Louis, 21 - from a previous 
relationship, explains that 
Kaiden was a much-wanted 
baby 

“Kevin and I got together 
when Louis was about 2Vi. 
We really wanted to have a 
child together and I had 
several miscarriages before 
Kaiden, so when he arrived 
he was extra-special, in a 
way. Having had two babies 
before, I did notice that 
Kaiden moved oddly inside 
me; that something was 
different, but I couldn’t quite 
put my finger on it.” 

The Daveys, who live in 
Fulbourn, were on a 
shopping trip to Ikea when 


Lina’s waters broke. Rushed 
into hospital, doctors 
managed to stave off full 
labour for three days - but 
then Kaiden arrived five 
weeks premature, weighing 
in at 51b 6oz. 

Mum and baby spent the 
next 10 days in special care. 
Although medics reassured 
Lina that, despite his being 
prem, all was well with 
Kaiden, she remembers 
feeling very anxious. 

“I tried to feed him and he 
just wouldn’t latch on. 
Instead he’d make this 
yapping noise and shake his 
head, like he was angry 

“I’d look around the ward 
and see babies born earlier 
than him making better 
progress. Eventually I broke 
down and cried. 

“A nurse came to sit with 
me and said the problems 
were most likely down to 
him being premature. I’d 
never had a prem baby 
before, so I didn’t know what 
to expect.” 

For the first two weeks 
after being sent home, 
Kaiden did nothing but 
sleep. But then he started 
screaming: he would 
literally yell round the clock, 
all through the night. 

“No, we had no sleep,” 
admits Lina, 40, with a wry 
smile. “But we haven’t had 
much sleep ever since, to be 
honest. You just learn to 
cope.” 

Having not had a fit for a 
week or so, Kaiden had a 
cluster of seizures which 
were ongoing for two days

inbetween moments of 
raging behaviour and self 
harming. After five big ones 
in a row he went into 
Addenbrooke’s and had to 
be sedated. 

“Knowing the nurses 
were there, and that he was 
under sedation, I actually 
managed to sleep for a full 
eight hours -1 totally 
relaxed.” 

Kaiden’s development 
during his first year was 
very slow. “Every time we 
raised a concern, it was put 
down to him being 
premature,” remembers 
Kevin. “But when he had 
his eight-month check we 
said we wanted to be 
referred.” 

Given an appointment at 
the Child Development 
Centre, Kaiden never made 
it - because two weeks 
before the assessment, he 
had his first major epileptic 
seizure. 

“We’d been out for the 
day,” remembers Lina. “At 
that stage, he was totally 
silent most of the time: he 
liked to lie on his play mat 
and look up at this 
chandelier we had, 
flapping his arms and legs. I 
put him down on the floor 
and he started making this 
noise. My first thought was 
‘Oh good!’ - then I turned 
round and saw him. He was 
having a full seizure; he was 
completely blue.” 

Blue-lighted to 
Addenbrooke’s, doctors ran 
some tests and then 
allowed Kaiden home. But 
he had a second fit the next 
day, then a third the day 
after that. Subsequently 
admitted to hospital, 
Kaiden had a barrage of 
tests, including a painful 
lumbar puncture. Although 
epilepsy was swifdy 
diagnosed, the cause could 
not be established. 

Discharged after two 
weeks, Kaiden was 
prescribed anti-seizure 
medication. 

“Unfortunately it didn’t 
make any difference: it got 
to the point where he was 
racking up 50 major 
seizures a day,” says Kevin. 
“Then he went on to 
stronger medication, which 
helped with the big seizures 
- but he was having 
hundreds of little ones, 
including absences where 
he just goes blank.” 

Kaiden also has serious 


issues with his digestion. 
Possibly connected to his 
epilepsy, he suffers with 
constipation so severe it 
once blocked his entire 
system - so faeces started 
backing up and coming out 
of his gastronomy tube. 

“He used to hate being 
touched, even having his 
hands held or putting his 
feet on the floor. And he’d 
lie sort of crumpled up. 
What we didn’t realise was 
that his system was totally 
blocked up,” Lina explains. 

“He was given an adult 
enema and the poo was 
pouring out of him for two 
and a half hours.” 

“Sometimes he’ll 
suddenly go in the night 
and we get up to find him 
and his bed covered in it,” 
adds Kevin, 37. “He’s on all 
kinds of laxative 
medication, but the 
consultant says he’s the 
most constipated boy he’s 
ever seen.” 

Even now, Kaiden only 
sleeps for about two or 
three hours a night. He is 
very wakeful and active all 
night long and, prone to 
banging his head, has to 
sleep in a specially-made 
cot bed, padded on every 
side. 

But, despite all his trials, 
there are many sources of 
happiness in Kaiden’s life - 
not least going to school. A 
pupil at Granta, the school 
for children with special 
needs in Linton, he has 
loved it from day one. 

“The way the staff talk 
about him is so lovely. He’s 
an affectionate boy and he’s 
always cuddling the 
teaching assistants,” adds 
Lina. 

Kaiden also enjoys being 
out and about in the fresh 
air. Thanks to staff at 
Thriplow-based 
agricultural company KWS 
- who heard about Kaiden 
through a family friend - 
the Daveys now have a 
specially adapted bike: 
fitted with a state-of-the-art 
ChildPod at the front, it 
means Kaiden can now 
enjoy going for a bike ride. 

KWS raised some £2,000 
to fund the bike, by 
running a bake sale and a 
sponsored tractor pull 
during the Open Farm 
Sunday celebrations at 
Russell Smith Farms in 
Duxford this summer. 

“It’s brilliant,” says Kevin,

“and we are so grateful to 
everyone who helped raise 
the money. To see Kaiden’s 
smile when he can feel the 
wind on his face is lovely.” 

The Daveys admit that 
there have been some low 
moments. “You get some 
funny reactions from 
people,” admits Lina. 

“Once an old man came up 
to me in the supermarket 
and said ‘What’s WRONG 
with your son?’. I opened 
my mouth to reply - we 
don’t mind people asking 
about Kaiden: we’re not 
embarrassed by him, we’re 
actually quite proud - and 
he walked off. I followed 
him and said ‘Excuse me, 
but you asked a question - 
aren’t you at least going to 
listen to the answer?’ And 
he was really rude to me. 

“At the other end of the 
spectrum, you get the 
lovely people. Another 
elderly gentleman stopped 
me in Tesco and said ‘I 
hope you don’t mind me 
talking to you -1 often see 
you in here with your son 
and I just wanted to say I 
think you’re a lovely mum’. I 
was very touched by that.” 

“I do try not to think 
about the future,” admits 
Kevin. “Generally we cope 
really well, but if I stop and 
think about what the future 
holds it does pull me down 
for a while. 

“When you leave your 
kids in the world you 
expect them to be grown 
up, looking after 
themselves, maybe having 
kids of their own. But we 
know we’re going to have to 
leave Kaiden in the hands 
of other people - that’s the 
worst thing.” 

Doctors still can’t get to 
the bottom of Kaiden’s 
condition. Samples of his 
DNA have been sent to 
geneticists in Paris, Zurich - 
the world over. But nobody 
can establish exactly what’s 
wrong. 

“We do get a little bit sad 
sometimes,” admits Lina. 
“And there are still days 
when I feel very tired. But I 
don’t let it get to me: there’s 
no point. I know it’s going 
to be like this for the rest of 
my life, so I’ve got to get on 
and deal with it. And when 
I see Kaiden as he is now- 
so happy he’s laughing out 
loud - it makes it all feel 
worthwhile.”

The big film

TWO brothers go to war against each 
other in Gavin O’Connor’s brutal story 
of redemption and self-loathing. 
Bone-crunching skirmishes become a 
vibrant backdrop to the potential 
reconciliation of the estranged siblings, 
one battling for his country and the 
other for his family. 

Warrior puts these two male 
archetypes - the valiant soldier and the 
selfless father - in the fighting ring and 
witnesses the emotional fallout as the 
protagonists deal with their tortured 
pasts in the present day. 

Marine Tommy Conlon (Tom Hardy) 
arrives home unexpectedly after 14 
years of service, surprising his father 
Paddy (Nick Nolte), who has turned to 
religion to help him beat the bottle. 
Tommy asks his old man to train him 
for Sparta, a televised mixed martial 
arts fighting competition with the 
biggest purse in the sport’s history. 
Paddy agrees, desperate to rebuild 
bridges. 

However, the former marine isn’t 
interested in playing happy families and 
Tommy chooses to fight under his 
mother’s maiden name of Riordan to 
conceal the connection. 

Meanwhile, Paddy’s other son Brendan 



(Joel Edgerton) is struggling to make 
ends meet as a schoolteacher. The 
bank is threatening to take away his 
home so Brendan secretly fights in the 
backrooms of bars for money, keeping 
it a secret from his wife Tess (Jennifer 
Morrison). 

Once the school learns of Brendan’s 
extra-curricular activities the 
headmaster suspends him and the 
teacher’s entire future rests on winning 
Sparta, putting him on a collision 
course with his hulking sibling. 

Warrior talks tough and flexes its 
muscles impressively in the bruising 
fight sequences, but the script punches 
well below its class. 

Characterisation is featherweight and 
Hardy and Edgerton, who have both 
bulked up for the roles, aren’t given the 
material to deliver knockout 


performances. Nolte bares his soul in 
his few scenes and Morrison is 
similarly short-changed. 

There is a clear narrative bias towards 
one of the brothers, making the bone¬ 
crunching histrionics of the final bouts 
a foregone conclusion before anyone 
has stepped into the ring. 

Consequently, there is no dramatic 
tension and when screenwriters 
O’Connor, Anthony Tambakis and Cliff 
Dorfman do orchestrate one big reveal 
it turns out to be completely redundant, 
having no impact whatsoever on the 
fates of the central players. 

The second reveal provides 
unintentional hilarity when the media 
unearths the truth at a critical juncture. 
Running time is excessive - the four 
editors should have thrown in the towel 
at least 20 minutes earlier.

Growing for grown-ups

T V gardening gum Alan 
Titchmarsh is calling on 
all schools to get their 
grown-ups growing as part of a 
nationwide event organised by 
the Royal Horticultural Society, 
to be held across October. 

Get Your Grown-ups Growing forms part 
of the RHS’s Campaign for School 
Gardening, supported by Waitrose - a 
national initiative that encourages schools to 
create gardens, teach the skills of growing 
and in turn enable their pupils to learn 
outside the classroom. 

Each October schools are invited to hold a 
Grown-ups Growing event so they can 
involve their local community to help 
develop the school garden. Grandparents, 
parents, carers and friends are invited to 
help. 

Alan, leading supporter of the RHS 
campaign, explains: “It is no secret that 
school was never my favourite place and my 
interests lay outside the classroom, often in 
the allotment with my grandfather. But today 
it’s a very different world. 

“The fact that schools have really 



cottoned on to the benefits of gardening with 
their pupils is fantastic news, especially for 
children who are looking for different ways 
to learn, like I was. 

“If we can encourage parents and the 
wider community to get involved with their 
school garden, then who knows, we might 
end up with a green revolution both at home 


and at school.” 

Activities suggested for event organisers 
include tool swaps, taste tests of produce 
grown in schools or alternatively locally- 
grown fruit and veg, a range of gardening 
classes and even a mini garden show. 
Schools with gardens can encourage adults 
in the community to help develop new areas

such as a wildlife garden or help construct 
raised beds. A Get Your Grown-ups Growing 
event can also see adults passing on their 
gardening experience to children by helping 
them sow seeds, plant trees and assist in 
weeding. For schools without gardens it’s the 
ideal opportunity to involve adults in the 
community from the beginning to establish 


some form of gardening facility in the 
school. 

For both types of schools the event can 
even be used to raise funds through plant 
sales and raffles. 

Entering its third year, Get Your Grown¬ 
ups Growing has developed from a small 
pilot project based in Yorkshire to a national 
success involving 1,000 schools. Of the 
schools that held an event last year, 74 per 
cent said it had increased their children’s 
interest in gardening, while more than half 
reported an increase in adult support and 
adult interest in gardening. 

Jacky Chave, RHS strategic schools 
manager, says: “Having a school garden is a 
fantastic asset for teachers and pupils as it 
provides a multitude of learning 
opportunities, but we know it can take a lot 
of hard work to maintain. 

“By involving parents and other local 
adults, through an event like Get Your 
Grown-ups Growing, we hope that school 
gardens will be looked after all year round 
and enthusiasm for gardening and growing 
will spread beyond the school gates and into 
children’s homes.” 

The RHS hopes to see 2,000 schools 
register for this year's Get Your Grown-ups 
Growing event, double last year’s figure. All 
registered schools will be entered into a free 
prize draw to win garden tools and materials. 

To register, schools must sign up to the 
RHS Campaign for School Gardening via 
www.rhs.org.uk/gygg and click on the Get 
Your Grown-ups Growing button on the 
home page. 

Schools which register will receive a free 
support pack including seeds, event ideas, 
information templates, stickers and more. 
Each school can choose any date in October 
to hold its event and organise activities to 
suit its requirements.

MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

I I Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
fj unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

| Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
^ damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night! 


ON MOVING DAY: 


□ Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Pack items for washing/toiletries. 

Q Take down curtains. 

□ Take up rugs, carpets, floor coverings, as required. 

□ Dismantle any light fittings etc., not included in the sale. 

□ Turn off electric appliances. 

Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler/central heating. 

Q Turn off water. 

□ Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors. 

Leave key as arranged with new owners. 

□ On arrival at your new home, unpack slowly and 
methodically so that you can check for loss or damage.

NEW research reveals that 
a third (34 per cent) of 
drivers don’t book their 
MOT in advance, and as a 
result are in danger of 
being caught out when 
their MOT expires. 

In addition to the 
motorists who forget their 
MOT expiry date, there are 
1.1 million car owners 


who are choosing not to 
get their car’s MOT 
renewed on the due date. 

With money tight, and 
motorists looking to 
stretch their budgets as far 
as possible, these drivers 
say that they will either 
wait until they are required 
to show their MOT 
certificate to renew it, or 


are letting time elapse to 
maximise the longevity of 
the new test. 

However, while some 
drivers may feel the MOT is 
an inconvenience, the test 
is crucial to road safety. 

A massive 40 per cent of 
all cars fail their annual 
MOT, with an average 
vehicle failing the test on 


more than three issues. 

The five most common 
reasons for failure are: 
lighting and signalling 
defects; suspension 
defects; defective brakes; 
illegal tyres and impaired 
driver’s view of the road. 

David White, customer 
services director at Kwik 
Fit, said: “If car owners are 


used to their car regularly 
passing the MOT with no 
problems, they may view 
an MOT simply as a piece 
of paper they need in order 
to get their car taxed. 

“However, statistics show 
that the test plays a vital 
role in identifying defects 
on a car that render it 
unroadworthy and unsafe.”
